Reaasuring 


Even if Britain is going cap 
in hand to the world's linan- 
cCrers, or negotiating with 
Europe from a position of 
economic weakness, it is re- 
assuying to the Conservatives 
lo hear the genuine voice of 
nineleenth-century Britain in 
the Lough, uncompromising 
words of his Lordship. 

We can forget how, as Par 
liamentary Private Secretary 10 
Neville Chamberlain, he mouth- 
ed the abject formulae of ap- 
peasement over Hitler and 
Mussolini; today the fires verbal 
salvoes at the Russians which 
must have Kruschev quaking 
in his shoes, 

Unfortunately, world affairs 
are too serfous to be settled by 
speeches in the House of Lords. 
Gone are the days when the 
Chancelleries of Burope could 
be shaken by a thunderbolt 
from Britain's Foreign Office. 

Aclion and Jeadership, snot 
strong words and empty ges- 
tures, provide the only road to 
peace. Firmness of purpose, 
strength and independence of 
resolution, these are what Bri- 
tuin must bring to the problem 
of world affairs. 


Shattered: 


In 1959, strongly supported 
by the Labour Party, and, 1 be- 
lieve, the country, Mr Maemil- 
Jan went to Russia and negoti- 
ated with the Soviet leaders.

The question of Berlin and 
Germany should be settled by 
peaceful negotiation bused on 
the creation of a zone in 
Europe free of military forces, 
and ubove all, of nuclear wea- 
pons.

“We felt,” he said, “that here 
was a man who really meant 
to build and foster peace and 
understanding between our 
two countries. He outlined the 
basis on which our fears about 
the nuclear rearmament of 
Germany could be set at rest.
